CLIFTON 

By invitation, Clifton residents Michael Williamson 

and Leslie Smith addressed PC on traffic calming 


measures, which they felt would not be effective, 
had been decided without proper consultation with 
residents and ran counter to local wishes, as 
indicated by a survey. 

Cllr Cox pointed out that PC had to assess traffic 
calming priorities for the whole parish. She 
summarised the various consultative steps that 
had been taken and reported that low-cost visual 
methods of traffic calming could cut the injury rate 
by 35 percent. PC resolved, as a first step, to 
ascertain true costs of current proposals, improve 
communications between PC and Clifton and 
appoint a Clifton resident to the Environment and 
Traffic Working Group 

DANGER IN CASTLE GROUNDS 

Until damage to the far side has been repaired 
and the slope restored, the site is dangerous. A 
warning notice will be posted. 

CLERK'S SALARY 

In accordance with current guidelines, the Parish 
Clerk's salary was increased to £6,636.41 with 
effect from April 1999.

GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST -PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES by RUTH JOHNSON 
Probably to counterbalance the soubriquet “dirty, drunken Deddington”, the opening of a Coffee 
Tavern was news worthy to be included in the Vicar’s New Year address of 1881. He writes to his 
Parishioners: “A change which we hope this year will bring, isa COFFEE TAVERN. This move- 
ment is owing in great measure to Capt. Dashwood (of Duns Tew) who has taken great interest in the 
matter. The tavern will probably open about Lady Day.” (Feast of the Annunciation, March 25.) 
Later that year the Tavern is reported as “fairly supported” by the inhabitants and in September the 
Tavern Committee decided to purchase a bagatelle table which was placed in an upstairs room. News 
of the venture then peters out until a short paragraph in May, 1883 states that “the Coffee Tavern has 
been re-opened under new management”. On January 18 1884, Capt. Dashwood got up an excellent 
Dramatic Entertainment in aid of funds for the Tavern. With that report, news of the Tavern dries up. 
But not my curiosity ! Maybe a DN reader can throw light on the Coffee Tavern movement ? 
Capt. Dashwood was a member of the family which - I’m told - owned land running from High 
Wycombe to Deddington at the turn of the last century. What was his interest in the Coffee Tavern 
movement ? And does anyone know which house in Deddington accommodated the Tavern ?

GARDENING NOTES 


This has been a disappointing season for flowers. August was too 
wet and too cold and before the heat-loving annuals could get going 
autumn showed signs of taking over. The leaves are beginning to fall; plenty of the big 
Walnut leaves but no nuts this year. 

The first Pansies are on offer in the shops and soon we shall have all the Nurseries full 
of them. 1| think they are very good plants which last over the winter until the summer 
bedding plants can go out. | like the ordinary colours for tubs, blue and white, and shall 
soon plant out some of the shallow, wide containers. As usual |! shall underplant them 
with tulips: Red Riding Hood for a nice long display. For the rest of the garden, it's a 
lot of clipping. The sort of season we've had produces lots of growth on shrubs and this 
will be the second time this year they will have had a ‘short back and sides’. | hope the 
skip holds out and the bedstead men refrain. MARIANNE ELSLEY 


Now that we are coming to the end of another growing year on the allotment, the time 
has come to do a bit of clearing up. As the last of the year's crop is harvested the 
tendency is to forget the growing space, go home and put one's feet up for a bit. | 
suggest that after the last spud is bagged, the last bean put into deep freeze or dried 
out to produce your own seed, a start should be made on digging out the weeds on the 
plot. It is more pleasant to dig in early autumn rather than wait for winter, and the 
frosts will give the ground a good ‘freeze-up’. During autumn and winter one can enjoy 
looking at seed catalogues and picking out vegetables to experiment with next year - 
maybe some exotic crop? Any doubt about which plants to grow? Scatter some flower 
seeds in spring and head for the seaside.

ON THE FARM : 


The last harvest of the millennium is over but will not be forgotten -»psmmn heesuguen en 

for a long time. Just what the first harvest of the new millennium ces) x. Z gue 
will hold is anyone's guess. This year our wheat crop was destroyed by the wet tieitatior 
at harvest. We grew all milling wheat this year. Our proteins were 12-13%, the 
standard is 11%, the bushel weight (the weight of the grain) was 78-82, the standard is 
76 and the average yield was 78 cwt per acre, so we did our job in managing the crop 
but the hagburg (a measurement of the dough-making quality) was very low. The large 
drop in the hagburg was due to the prolonged wet weather at harvest and reduced our 
wheat to animal feed at a much lower price. 

The oats and beans were also rain-stained and can only be used for animal feed. This is 
a weather problem and one which we face every year. Our next problem is where to 
sell it and for what price. At the moment the strength of the £ and the exchange rate 
puts our wheat at £5-£7 a ton above imported French wheat so we are back to the 
doom and gloom. We are now well on with putting next year's crops in. Hope springs 
eternal and perhaps the weather will be better next year! But already the mild damp 
conditions have woken up the slugs, so we are off to a good start! 

The rams will soon be out and so we can look forward to spring and a new start in 2000. 
No doubt you will have seen some of the reports in the press about the problems in 
livestock farming today. These are to a large extent caused by government regulations 
to appease the EC over the BSE debacle. No cattle over 30 months old can be used for 
human consumption and have to be incinerated, and all sheep over 1 year old have to 
have the spine removed before they can be used. These regulations have caused many 
problems for the producer. The traditional practice of planting root crops to fatten sheep 
over winter for March/April sale has now all but stopped and the older ewes that were 
sold in the autumn to make room for younger sheep are now almost worthless. Before 
the regulations a gocd cull ewe was worth £45; today we might get £5. The problems 
with the calves from dairy herds is that a cow needs to have a calf every year to 
produce milk and a percentage of the calves will be bull calves. The heifer calves are 
used as herd replacements and the bull calves go for beef production, but a calf from a 
dairy breed will need 3 years to fatten! And with fewer animals being fattened for meat 
the feed millers need less wheat for the feed rations and on it goes.
